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NATIONAL REPORT 


Reveal Plan To Make Howard Private School 

A proposal that Howard University, the nation’s 
largest Negro educational institution, be converted 
into a private, self-supporting university is being 
considered by government heads in Washington, 
JET learned. 

Top aides of the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare reportedly are recommending the 
Howard change, which will be presented soon to 
President Eisenhower for consideration. For the 
past several months, a special ‘‘task force” of spe- 
cialists has been assigned by Secretary Oveta Culp 
Hobby to study how the university uses a estimated 
$2,500,000 yearly Congressional appropriation. 

Mrs. Hobby’s aides reportedly insist that U. S. 
funds should not be used for Howard’s undergradu- 
ate school and many of its small graduate-level 
schools, all of which are in competition with private 
Schools and state universities, especially in the 
South. They believe that there is no longer the need

for Howard to train Southern Negroes in view of the in- 
creasing opening of schools in Dixie. 

The new program, however, would finance expansion 
of the dental, medical and engineering schools and 
Freedmen’s Hospital, fields where educational opportu- 
nities for Negroes are still far behind. 

Neither aides of Mrs. Hobby nor university officials 
would comment on the reported proposal. A Howard 
faculty member told JET that such a GOP move would 
result in a “head-on” fight. 


Navy Plans ‘Drastic’ Action To Integrate Stewards 

The Navy is considering “drastic” action to integrate 
the predominantly-Negro stewards branch, a spokesman 
told United Press in Washington. While not divulging the 
program, naval officials said that the proposal to mix the 
large stewards branch will be presented to Navy Secre- 
tary Robert B. Anderson. 


Backers Say Congress Will Reject FEPC Bill 

Backers of the fair employment practices commission 
bill admit that they stand little chance of pushing their 
measure through this session of Congress. In Washing- 
ton press conferences, Sen. Irving Ives (R., N. Y.), con- 
ceding that a Dixie filibuster would nip FEPC, hinted 
that he may try to tack on an FEPC amendment to the 
Taft-Hartley bill. 





Fire 30 White Fla. Barbers For Barring Negroes 

An entire complement of 30 white civilian barbers, 
who refused to cut the hair of Negro enlisted men, 
were fired at the Jacksonville (Fla.) Naval Air Sta- 
tion. Sen. Spessard Holland (D., Fla.), demanding 
an explanation for the firings from Navy Secretary 
Robert B. Anderson, charged that “the entire com- 
plement of white barbers” had been discharged, be- 
cause they “refused to personally provide barber 
service to colored naval personnel.” Holland sug- 
gested the problem “be worked out at the local level.”

Donald Howard, whose moving into 
the project in August touched off a series of racial dis- 
turbances, told police he saw a flash before the blast. 


First Negro Prosecutor Named In Baltimore 

Robert Watts, young Baltimore law- 
yer, was appointed to the staff in the 
State’s Attorney’s office and became 
the first Negro to hold the post. Ap- 
pointment was made by State’s Attor- 
ney Anselm Sodaro.

African workers, striking for equal pay with whites, 
threatened Rhodesia’s econo- 
my and shut down Ethiopia’s 
500-mile railroad. Martial law 
was declared when natives in 
Rhodesia’s huge copper mines 
—chief source of revenue for 
the new Central African Fed- 
eration—quit because of the 
rigid color ban on raises and 
upgrading. In Ethiopia, all 
traffic was shut off between 
Addis Ababa and the French

A dozen Negro and white men were arrested for con- 
ducting nude sex parties with 15 teen-age white girls in 
the homes of the Negroes in Danville, Va. Police said a 
white civilian and five white soldiers carried the girls to 
houses operated by the Negroes where they had wild 
drinking parties and “sometimes danced together in the 
nude.” 


Lad, 14, Accuses Teacher Of ‘Fondling’ Him 

A 37-year-old male Washington, D. C., teacher, accused 
of fondling a 14-year-old student after paying the boy 75 
cents to clean his apartment, was held under $1,500 bond 
in Municipal Court. The teacher, Raymond Palmer, re- 
fused to give a statement and waived preliminary hearing. 


Free Man Jailed For Strolling With White Girl 

A 32-year-old Detroit man, arrested while walking 
along the street with a 16-year-old white girl he met in 
jail, was freed after a court hearing. The man, Walter 
S. Johnson, said it was “love at first sight” when he met 
the girl three months before in Wayne county jail. The 
girl said she visited Johnson’s home voluntarily. He had 
been charged with contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor. 


Jail Woman For Fighting Over Doctor’s Love 

An amorous 29-year-old woman was 
jailed for beating a nurse who ob- 
jected to her persistent attention to a 
Detroit bachelor doctor. The nurse, 
Dorothy Taylor, 29, said Miss Johnnie 
Key pulled her hair, knocked her 
down and beat her about the face 
during a scuffle in the rear of Dr. Hay- 
ward Maben Jr.’s office after she ob- 
jected to the woman’s repeated calls 
to the doctor’s office and home. Miss 
Key was released on $500 bond.

An interracial stag party was broken up and 268 per- 
sons arrested in the biggest raid in the history of Milwau- 
kee County, Wis. sheriff’s deputies, FBI agents and city 
policemen staged the raid on a tavern where customers 
had paid $5 each to see indecent films and entertainers 
perform nude. Among those charged with indecent ex- 
posure were Miss Jean D. Hicks, 21; Mrs. Marie Johnson, 
32, and William Tisdell. 


Los Angeles Man Throws Woman Out Window 

A 31-year-old Los Angeles man was arrested for throw- 
ing Miss Doris Williams, 28, out of a second story window 
causing her to suffer a broken leg, stomach injuries and 
body bruises. Questioned by police, Frank Thompson ex- 
plained that she had refused to fix breakfast for him. 
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Man Rapes Child In Bed With Grandmother 

A 19-year-old man went on trial in Detroit for 
raping a 13-year-old girl while her grandmother 
slept undisturbed beside her. The youth, Ivory Shan- 
non Jr., of Hazelhurst, Miss., denied the charge, but 
the grandmother testified that the child told her of 
the affair the next morning. 














Texas Man Lived With 2 Wives In Same City 

A 35-year-old Houston, Texas, iron worker who married 
three women, but divorced only one of them, was arrested 
on bigamy charges when two of the wives with whom he 
lived in different sections of the city, found out about 
each other. It was disclosed that Joe Malone married 
his second wife in 1948, a year before he divorced his 
first wife. He married his third wife in 1953. 


La. Man Kills Wife For Staying Out All Night 

A 54-year-old New Orleans, La., man shot to death his 
common-law wife when she could not satisfactorily ex- 
plain a prolonged trip to the grocery store. Police said 
Alphonse Noard Jr., shot Miss Florence Williams, 35, after 
questioning her as to why she left home to get supper 
groceries and did not return for 24 hours. 


Michigan Rep. White Divorces Dise Jockey Mate 

Mrs. Charline White, Democratic state representative 
from Detroit, won a divorce from her disc jockey hus- 
band, LeRoy White, on grounds of mental cruelty. She 
also charged that her husband accumulated a lot of 
debts.

A none-too-holy hassle rocked Cincinnati’s St. 
Stephen’s Baptist Church recently when Mrs. Cora 
Jamison, a business woman, sought to become the 
new minister. Expecting to be ordained by the 
State Baptist Ministers Association, the would-be 
lady preacher was rebuffed with the strong argu- 
ment that none of Christ’s disciples were women. 




























Angry and defiant, she threatened to preach 
even if she was not ordained. 

TT Meanwhile, Mrs. Jamison’s critics sharp- 
ened their attack. One minister said he was 
opposed to women preachers “500 per cent.” 
Another insisted that preaching is a man’s 
job. And, a St. Stephen’s member, expressing 

the general attitude of the church, said: “If she preaches, 

by-golly, I’m leaving.” 

Finally, when the dagger-swapping ceased, it was Mrs. 
Jamison who had to leave. She apparently had become 
a victim of a popular notion that pulpits are for men 
only, a notion which today is widely accepted by most 
Americans (according to a Gallup poll). With their 
Bibles in mind, most defenders of the keep-women-in- 
their-place philosophy echo St. Paul’s first letter to Tim- 
othy (2:11-12): “Let.a woman learn in silence. I permit 
no woman to preach or have authority over man. She 
is to keep silent.”

Women Preachers increasing Steadily 


But many women today apparently interpret this 
Biblical iniunction differently, for they are becoming 
preachers in increasing numbers. A striking example is 
Chicago’s college-trained Rev. Mrs. Mary G. Evans, 62, 
pastor of the South Side’s $228,000 Cosmopolitan Com- 
munity Church. 

Proving that a lady can be a good preachey, Rev. Evans 
preaches a gospel of faith and rigid discipline. Her 
church tithes finance a modern community center, fur- 
nishing free medical, education and recreation facilities 
to all faiths. She receives no salary, but gets a “love 
offering” of $10,000 a year. 

Another woman of the cloth is Rev. Mrs. Mary Body 
Asher of the 145-member Mt. Calvary CME Church in 
New Rochelle, N. Y. Born into a Memphis, Tenn., family 
of ministers, she started her religious career as a mis- 
sionary and was ordained two years ago. Reverend Asher 
says: “I don’t meet too much prejudice as a woman min- 
ister. Other churches cooperate with me, and occasionally 
people laugh when I enter the pulpit. But by the time I 
finish my sermon, I have gained their respect.” 

Another pair of female ministers, Mother Rose A. Horn 
and the late Elder Lucy Smith, gained fame as radio 
preschers and faith healers. Formerly a seamstress, 
Mother Horn now serves Pentecostal Faith Church in 
New York. 

Elder Smith, said by followers to have healed over 
200,000 sufferers, headed Chicago’s $80,000 All Nations’ 
Pentecostal Church before her death in 1952. 

Perhaps less spectacularly, Rev. Mrs. Olivia Henry 
heads Philadelphia’s Tyree AME Church. A former 
school teacher, she is one of about 200 women ordained 
since 1948 in the AME Church. 

With an eye for humor, Reverend Henry once told 
her church congregation that two things get people in 
trouble: money and mates. “So don’t play with the 
church’s money or the minister’s husband,” she counseled.

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BOOK THE MANNER IS ORDINARY 


OF THE 
WEEK ( By John LaFarge 


© Catholics are often accused of using unethical tactics 
in light of the rapid multiplying of their Negro converts. 
To gain an insight into the phenomenal growth of Negro 
converts, one has only to read the life 
story of Father John LaFarge, S.J., 
who probably has done more than any 
other Catholic to integrate Negroes 
into all phases of the religion and in 
all walks of American life. Father 
LaFarge’s story is told in his auto- 
biography, The Manner Is Ordinary 
(Harcourt, Brace and Company, $4.75). 
@ Harvard-trained, Father LaFarge’s 
method was simple. During his 49 
John LaFarge years of priesthood, the Jesuit mis- 
sionary preached the brotherly theme and practiced it in 
his daily life. As a young priest in the southern Mary- 
land backwoods country, he integrated his parishes (de- 
spite the usual resistance) and helped organize parochial 
schools whose teachers taught respect and dignity (qual- 
ities lacking in the barren, one-room Negro public 
schools). Later, he founded and built a coast-to-coast 
chain of Catholic Interracial Councils. As editor of Amer- 
ica, the Catholic weekly magazine, for 25 years, he con- 
tinued his battle for racial justice with provocative 
editorials and articles, and wrote three books on race 
relations. 
@ Unlike many Catholic priests, Father LaFarge joined 
Protestant leaders in welfare movements, supported la- 
bor, aided Negro causes (including A. Philip Randolph’s 
March on Washington, which resulted in FDR’s war- 
time FEPC). His life story is a stirring, heart-moving 
account of a priest motivated by a desire to live up to the 
precepts of his faith.—S. B.

Chances are that if someone suddenly asked you, 
“Who is Tony Anthony?,” you would put a guess in 
query form: “Is he an Italian singer? Is he the guy 
who made Eh Cumpari popular?” Frankly, you 
would be excused for a poor try, for it is not yet 
common knowledge that Tony Anthony is a hand- 
some, smart New York boxer who is being hailed as 
a replica of Sugar Ray Robinson. 

The reason you haven’t heard much about An- 
thony, despite a record which includes 42 wins in 
43 amateur fights, a trip to the 1952 Olympiad, and 
only one loss in a 15-month pro career, is that his 
managers are moving him along slowly. “We’ve been 
lucky that Tony has been able to meet boys of his 
own age and experience,” co-manager Harry Sticke- 
vers says. “We’ve avoided a lot of the headaches 
that have plagued a talented but perhaps too pre- 
cocious kid like Floyd Patterson. The higher-ups 
haven’t forced us to rush Tony along and so he’s 
ripened slowly but steadily.” 

A trim, tall, bright-eyed lad, Tony expects to 
be ready for main events in another six or eight 
months. “I just want to be the best in whatever 
weight division I’m in,” he says. “Over the past 
year I've gained some 10 pounds and might fill 
out even more.” 

A product of the Catholic Youth Organization in 
Harlem, Tony took Sugar Ray as an idol almost 
from the first punch he threw. Once he obtained 
a job as dishwasher in Ray’s camp so he could watch 
him train and learn his moves. Stickevers says, 
“Watch this boy. He trains like Sugar Ray, walks 
like him, fights like him. What’s best is that he’s a 
heady fighter like Sugar Ray.” 
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Marciano kayo was end of Joe’s fistic 
trail, but not his financial road. 


One of the resilient questions 
being bandied about the country 
is whether or not Joe Louis, who 
made $4 million with his flailing 
fists, is destined to spend the 
twilight years of his extraordi- 
nary career as a boxing bum.
